Under the Emaucipation Act of 1780,
slaves were to be freed at ccrtain times
stated, but many chese to retain the nom-
inal relation of scrvaot in families where
they were well used. “Master has bhad
the marrow—and Le sball take care of the
dry bones,” was an expression froquently
used by them. The argnment was, that
thoee who had the bencfit of their labor in
their strength, should now support thew
in their decrepitude. Often, this duision
—which, as a geveral rule, might be cqui-
table—was a serions burden upon individ-
uals who bad never been respousible aud
pever enjoyed the services of those thus
cntailed upon them for support. |

Almost every week, we sce motices of
the death of the “last slave in the Siate”
Yet there may be mauy of this class seat-
tered over our coguties—hid ia some eor-
mer, yet livicg, and cared for. Ou the
2d day of last month, one such dicd in
Lewisburg, who was geuerally knowa as
#Cuarrtey M'Crune,” baviog been io
the family of the late Capt. Alexander
M’'Clare nearly cighty years. lle was pur-
chased at Middletuwn, at the supposed age
of 15, about 1781, and did not elaim his
freedom. The elder Roan M'Clure, his
owaer, brought him into Bufluloe Valley
before 1790, when—as several old gentle-
men inform us—he was a grown-up mso.
With bim was brought a keen slave girl
pamed Kate, who took it into her bead to
cscape into freedom, and was never heard
from again. Charley also undertock the
same thing, but in hisignorance ran South
instead of North—met much worse fare |
than at his old home—and when fund |
by oze of the boys, was glad enongh to!
return.  Oa their way back through the |
Narrows, & thunder storm threatencd, snd
bis young master urged bim forward.
Charley was tired, and begged that be
might ride, and thus both get along fuster.
Bat, once mounted,Charloy tried thespeed |
of the animal, reached the tavern as soon
as possible, and left his master to the teo-
der mercics of the storm and the fleetness
of his own feet. That trip finished Char-
ley's nspirations for freedom.

Never a very profitable servant, Char- |
ley's glory was in the drum and fife, the
cap and sword, and many who are now
men, when young reccived their martial
rudimental traiving under Charley's awk-
ward, semi-fantastic drills, in the times
when military parades made the “greatest
days” in our country. His mother is be-
licved to have been a pative African, but
for balf a century he knew of no kiudred
in the wide world. He never learned to
read—talked imperfect German and Eog-
lish—seemed to have mo conception of
Christisnity—and from his many singular
customs, the strange words he used, and
his ludicrous observances, he was probably
never freed from the influences of Pagan
superstition.

During bis last years be was helpless as
» child, but was well carcd for, and died
peacefully after a few hours’ illness of no
particular disease. He bad been called “a
busdred years old” for the last dozen
years, but did not know his own age.
From the best we can learn, he was proba-
bly from 90 to 95 years old. He was
buried in the Lewisburg Cemetery, in the
family ground in the ccuter of which
stands a monument to the oldest of the
M'Clure’s thero laid—a venerable matron,

Notwithstanding the age and unprepos-
scesing appearance of our vessel, she prov-
ed a good sailor, and, long before any of
the companions with whick she started out,
she bad passed the Nore, and was stand-
ing out into the German Ocean. Here,
as we turned from the “beaten track™ to-
wards the northeast, we could learn some-
thing of the immense trade carricd on be-
tween London and the rest of the world.
